COLOHEL URGES
l STATE INQUIRY
Progressives Father Bill to

Create Minimum Wage Boards
in Garment Trades

Kew York. January 24..Coincident
with an authoritative assurance that

every effort is being made to end the

garment workers' strike to-morrow

night, sending 150,000 men and women

back to work Monday. Theodore

Roosevelt to-day made public a letter
in which he announoed that the legis¬
lative committee of the Progressive
party will present to the State I^gns
lature bills aimed to create minimum
wage boards in 'he garment trades
Colonel Roosevelt's letter was to

Michael Schaap, a Progressive As¬

semblyman.
A promise of such boards is a feature

of the protocol agreed upon recently
between wsirtt and dress operatives and
their employes, under which thousands
of strikers resumed work. To-day
hundreds more of independent opera¬
tives announced their intention of
accepting its terms to-morrow.

Besides approving the protocol. Col-
one! Roosevelt nrge« a State Legisla-

j ture inquiry Into Itcbor conditions in
the several garment trades as a means

of bringing about ne> essary legisla-
tion." His letter describes the labor
situation aa he found it during hie
rour of the garment-making districts
this week. The Colonel takes issue
with certain manufacturers who object
to the protocol and declares for "the
right of collective bargaining" or uryon-
urn for operatives.
The assurance that the general

strike bids fair to be terminated this
week was given by Thomas A. Rick-
ort. of Chicago, president of the United
Male Oarment Workers of America.
He declared that representatives of
the interests Involved have agreed on.

Plans of arbitrating general differences,
and "the only question with the union
is what they can get in the way of an

immediate concession in order to in-
duce the strikers to return to their
work, and this we hope to reach by '

to-morrow night."

Public Function at Inaugura
tion of Woodrow Wilson Is

Abandoned.
Washington. January 2».No public

reception will be held In the Capitol
on the evening of March 4 as a part
of the festivities attending the in¬

auguration of Woodrow Wilson and
Thomas R Marshall as President and

Vtoe-President of the United States, re

speotivejy
Such was the unanimous decision of

the Democrats of the Senate at a caucus
held to-day The decision is taken as

the Senate end of the Capitol, by both
Republicans and Democtats, as final,
and is expected to end discussion of the
proposed reception Republicans gen¬
erally are manifesting entire willing¬
ness to accept the decision of the Demo¬
cratic caucus as it is a Democratic
inauguration.

Is L'p to Governor Wilson.
If Governor Wilson says he wants a

public reception in the Capitol then
the House of Representatives will over-

whelmingly vote for the use of the
Capitol building for such a function.
If Qovernor Wilson shows Indifference
Meg Mouse will follow 41s example and
will not raise a voice toward turning
over the rotunda for any euoh purpose.
TaMSg conclusions are based on inter-1
views and expressions of opinion from
half a dozen members of Congress who
have been asked by men (n this otty to
ascertain the sentiment of Congress
Until something definite is decided about
what Governor Wilson wants, none of
them cares to rush into print.
The next resolution to be Introduced

info the House, carrying with It UD.ono
and the use of the Capitol, would have
to come form the appropriations com¬

mittee. Thit committee is now fa¬
vorably disposed ti.werd a public re-]
oeption In the Capitol, If the Governor
wanta It.

"But we are not going to do a single
thing until we know that want we do
will be carried out on the floor of the'
House," said a member ef the commit¬
tee to-day.

Women Want Stand.
Another important development of

the day in the inaugural plans was the
presentation to the Senate Committee
on Publlo Buildings and Grounds of a

plea, in behalf of those in charge of the
woman's suffrage parade and pageant
March 1. for permission to erect a spe-
clal stand on the Sherman statue

square south of the Treasury Building
for use in connection with the page¬
ant to be given on the south front
of the Treasury.
The plea to Congress, through the

Senate Committee, by the woman's
suffrage advocates is the culmina¬
tion of a struggle between them and
the Inaugural committee. As it was

explained at the committee meeting,
the plea for a special stand is the re¬

sult of a failure of the inaugural com¬

mittee to grant the use of the inaugural
stands March 3,when the woman's suf¬
frage parade and pageant is to be
given. Definite action on tho plea
was postponed by the committee until
to-morrow morning because of the
absence this morning of a quorum.
The Senate Committee's meeting to¬

day was to be devoted to a considera¬
tion of the usual joint resolution, pro¬
posed by the Inaugural Committee, and

passed by the House late yesterday
afternoon, granting permission to the

Inaugural Committee to use public
space for the erection of stands, to

put up overhead conductors for the
Illumination of Pennsylvania Avenue

and other downtown streets, and to use

flags and ensigns of the War and
Navy Departments.
The approval of the resolution as it

was approved by the House Com¬
mittee on Public Buildings arid Grounds
and by the House, with the provision
for the use of the pension building for

the inaugural ball stricken out, was

urged upon the Senate Committee by
Chairman Kustis. of the Inaugural
Committee, George L\ Hamilton, John

Man Declared Dead Proves

Contrary by Asking
$20,000.

Chicago. III.. January 24..All record*

for activity on the part of corpses
were smashed to smithereens by John

O'Brien, of l.emont. His performance
may be rewarded with a 120.000 prize.

O'Brien is an undertaker. He has
handled many corpses and says be
knows bow they should act. Con¬
sequently he takes no particular credit
to himself for proving himself the
liveliest "corpse" on record.

His activity was manifested when
be filed a 120,000 suit for damages
against the Boston Dental Parlors,
and Dr. William Tarr. who owns

them. I» was further displayed when
he appeared yesterday in Judge Good¬
win's court to prosecute the suit.

Tells of His "Death."
There he told lust how he became

a corpse.
According to his story, it was in

March. 1910. that he was pronounced
lifeless. He had gone to the Boston
Demal Parlors to have a tooth ex¬

tracted, and in spite of bis objections,
he said, was given drugs.

"Well, the stuff the dentist injected
made me unconscious, and I was be¬
tween earth and heaven, if that is to
be my destination, for three hours and
a half.'' he said.

"I couldn't move and T couldn't talk,
but I could hear everything that was

said and knew everything that was done.
"The dentist was frightened and he

called a doctor. The doctor said I was

dying and he gave me another injec¬
tion. After that injection I was worse.
and they finally decided I was dead.

Is Pronounced Lifeless.
"I heard one say: 'Well, what are

we going to do with this corpse?" "

O'Brien does not say whether his pro¬
fessional Jealousy was aroused at the
thought of another undertaker being
called in or not. but it appears from his
story that this query as to the disposi¬
tion of his body so move him that it was
decided he was not quite dead.
"They called in another specialist,"

he said. "He said there was one chance
In a thousand for me to recover.

Imagine me lying there powerless to

move or talk and hear that. The speeial-
ist managed to revive me at last, and I
was allowed to go home in a dazed con¬

dition. I don't know if I everwould have
got there if I had not met Dr. John W.
Rust, of Willow 8prings."

CIGARETTES CAUSE RUIN
OF CLERK SHORT SS 766

Smoking and Motor Car Lead to In»
dlcttment of Frank O. Fredrlckson

for Bobbing Bank.

Chicago. III.. January 24..Mono¬
gram cigarettes and an automobile led
to the downfall of Frank O. Fredrick-
son, clearing-house clerk and assistant,
bookkeeper of the State Bank of Evans-
ton, who was indicted by the grand Jury
on a charge of embezzlement and is
now a fugitive from Justice. The
shortage is placed at 18,7M.
The young man confessed to F. J.

Scheidenhelm vice-president of the
bank, on January 9, following the dis¬
covery of discrepancies in his accounts
of the day previous. He was called
into the office and told of the discov¬
eries that had been made. After con¬

fessing he walked out of the bank and
since has not been seen.

Thefts Covered Three Months.
The discrepancies date back as far

as three months. The bank officials
were surprised when they found that
Fredrickson had been manipulating the
books, as he had been a trusted em¬

ploye of the bank for four years and
came to them well recommended. He
had worked in Chicago banks since he
was fourteen years old.

As far as is known the defalcations
do not exceed $8.768. The vice-presi¬
dent of the bank was doubtful that the
amount would go above that figure.

Effeminate m manner. Fredrickson
was slight of build and neatly dressed.
He was twenty-four years old and lived
with his mother and sister In North
Edgewater. His father is dead.

Kept a Motor Car.

Smoking not being permitted during
banking hours, young Fredrickson kept
his monogramed cigarettes for outside
use, when he is said to have smoked in-

ceasantly. He owned a motor car, but
never drove it to the bank.

Fredrickson was under bond. The
loss will be divided between the hank
and the bonding company, the bank
charging up its share of the loss to its
reserve fund.

"Fredrickson did not seem to appre¬
ciate the gravity of bis offense," said
W. A. Dyche. president of the bank.
"When he admitted hisembexzzlement
he talked airly about getting another
position and regaining his place in
society as soon as this difficulty had
"blown over.' So far as we can learn
the money was not used in gambling
in the ordinary sense of the term."

London. January 34..Auguste Van

Biene, known to theatrical audiences
all over the world as the composer

and player of "The Broken Melody."
died on the stage of the Hippodrome
at Brighton last night.
The haunting refrain of "The Broken

Melody" had inspired over s.ooo audi¬
ences before its composer brought Its
career (o an end.

"If I bad not done so." he once said.
*"H would have driven me to a lunatic
asylum."

"The Master Musician" was Its suc¬

cessor. For some tlmo It was played
in theatres, but recently a shortened
version occupied a place in music hall
programs. Like "The Broken Melody"
it afforded Van Biene an opportunity
for some wonderful cello playing Three
solos were his share of the melody, and
the last was "Home. Sweet Home." At
the conclusion the curtain was rung
down on the musician collapsed in his
chair.
Van Biene went through the act at

both performances to-night. When he
fell back ia his chair at the second
performance, nobody in the eudience
thought it more than the prescribed
dramatic finish to the scene The
